I have recently received information in answer to a 
wire to Thomas G. Burch (Chairman, House of Representatives 
Committee on the Post Office and Post Roads) concerning the 
Bill H, R. 3235 to readjust postage rates on books. Under this 
bill as submitted the postage on the school books is less than 
charged under the present law." 


"We are in agrcement in the estimate of the value of books 
in our modern democratic society. We believe you will agree, 
however, that that is not true of all books. Some of the 
publishers are flooding the country with a class of so called 
literature, which to say the least, is not particularly up- 
lifting, for which they are reaping tremendous profit. 
Certainly the business of these publishers should not be 
subsidized by the Government." (i.e., having cheap postage 
rates on all books.)

During that rainy first week of June, Mr. Hart and I 
drove up to Boise to keep an appointment with the Governor 
which had been planned after long correspondence. 


After a slight delay we were taken to the Governor's 
office, and though we were aware that we had called on a very 
busy day, we received Mr. Gossett's undivided attention 1nd 
we asked many searching questions. Our impression was that 
Mr. Gossett will give his full supyort to enlarging library 
service in Idaho. 


We related the possibilities of distribution of surplus 
properties in Idaho to libraries, how these books and equipment 
will be utilized only in the furtherence of rural library work; 
the fact that the state agency, ooerating as it does on a token 
budget, cannot qualify the state for obtaining these goods. 


We told him of the Association's plans for legislation for 
asking the Legislature to pass permissive lefislation allowing 
existing libraries to make contracts with other libraries and 
to allow county and regional libraries. State aid to libraries 
was discussed, as was the question of certification of librarians, 


We discussed what 2 state agency could do in encouraging 
and organizing libraries in small towns and rural ares. We 
offered statistics and orograms of the state agencies in 
neighboring states. 


Throughout this t2ilk the Governor and his secretary, 
Mr. Beckwith, were quite sympathetic and were anxious to know 
what the state executive could do. 


At the close the governor suggested that I submit to him 
a summary of our report and that he could use it in his message 
to the legislature.
